Harrisburg, June 12.—The general 


appropriation bill, as reported out in 
the Senate today, carried a total of 
$82,474,290, $806,598 more than the 
amount when the bill passod the 
House;

ated in the measure- to make ,it con- 
form wijti the new administrative 
code. This bill did not contain the 
$250,000 lor law enforcement, usked 
foi* by Governor Pinchot. 


Harrisburg, June 12.—Opposition 


to the Joyce bill, amending the work- 
men's compensation law, was over- 
ridden in the House today when the 
rules were suspended and the bill 
passed first reading. The lill would 
raise the'maximum rate from $12.00 
to $16.00 per week and reduce the 
period of waiting from ten to seven 
days.

This particular brood of the ffic&da 


the XIV, is the oldest one known in 
America, as it is the brood that was 
reported by the Plymouth colonists in 
1634. It U, however, only the second 
largest brood in size. The ona that 
last appeared 'in 1919 is larger In 
pdint of numbers. 
This year's ap- 


pearance of No. XIV brood is the sev- 
enteenth of which there is any ivccrd. 
The Infestation will extend from Mass 
ashnsefts to Illinois and as far siuth 
as North Carolina and Tennessee. 


The periodic Cicada does no real 
ifewgv except to fruit trees. Dam- 


age is done by the female in laving 
her eggs when she selects a teiide*' 
twig and punctures it with an awl-like 
ovipositor wherever an egg is to be 
deposited. With a large number of 
•inches, the twig is weakened, and if 
these -punctures in a space of a few 
it must carry' a heavy loaa of fruit 
ticfoir the wound heals over i: maj 
br?*\ under the strain. 


Ru or seven weks after ihr eijgs 


are laid in ths twig the young 
emerge and drop to the giounu, bur 
rowing down and attaching them- 
selves to the roots of the tree and 
gottiAg sustenance from the sap. 


With each appearance of any givei 


brood of the Cicada a lessening o 
numbers is noticed. This is due tc 
the cutting dff of the forests, fo 
with a scarcity of tender twigs i 
which to deposit eggs and 
fewe 


loots to which the young may attac' 
themselves, perpetuation is decreas 
fed. ~
